THE REFUGEES FROM 
KIANGSI 


[Strike Picket Enormities at Kiu- 
Kiang: A Picket Who 
Went Too Far 


Faow 4 Connssroxoext 
Kiukiang, Feb. 3. 

On February 1, a party of 12 
refugee missionaries from the in-| 
terior arrived at Kiukiang in junks.| 
The party included 10 womes. Tho| 
shore pickets refused to allow tho| 
Jjunks to go alongside the Kiangwo,| 
but insisted that all the bagzage 
[should be transferred to small 
sampana who would be allowed to 
xo alongside. The charge per pack-| 
Jage, of which there were 61, was 
to be $1. That is 1,000 per’ cent, 
above the legitimate rate. 

‘The Consul refused to countenance| 
this imposition acd instructed the| 
refugees not to pay. An armed 
party was then sent off to collect, 
thom and their baggage. It was| 
dificult to do this because darkness| 
jeame on and the junks had becn| 
Janchored in shallow water inside «| 
sumber,of other junks. Only small 
boats could approach and so several 
trips had to be made. The oper- 
ation, however, was eventually 
[successfully completed without any| 
luntoward accident. 


Looted and Destitute 
Some of the refugees, those from 
Loping, had been compelled to leave 
Jat the shortest notice after having’ 
watched thelr houses and all they 
possessed looted by a rioting mob| 
led by anti-foreign agitators. They

Viewed in the light of recent 
events and modern violence, the 
memorandum will appear to 
many as a splendid piece of mad- 
ness.

HUNAN THE ONCE

. Tue attention of our Chinese 
readers particularly is directed 
to the report we publish to-day) 
lof conditions in Hunan ‘since it 
Ibecame absorbed into the pestil- 
ential system of Southern poli- 
tics. Once the proudest province 
in China, Hunan has been| 
[brought low indeed. She is dom- 
inated by the dregs of the 
population operating through the 
usual Sovict committees of peas- 
Jants. Of the mature of this or- 
ganization and of the certainty 
that decent workmen gnd far-| 
mers would no more think of 
endorsing it than they would of| 
Iwalking naked through the 
street, we have conclusive evid- 
jence in the fact that the guilds 
f robbers and prostitutes have 
[been allowed to affiliate with the 
Jgenefal labour union; and at 
[Changsha the latter actually re- 
Teased from prisona thief, on the| 
ground htat he had acted under| 
stress of economic circumstances! 
and was, therefore, _blame- 
less. With new demands being| 
made daily of employers by the 
junions, for concessions on the 
most extravagant lines, and with 
the unions claiming that any] 
ease in which a worker is in- 
volved is justiciable by them. 
selves alone, the destruction of 
business is as inevitable as the 
downfall of all order and au- 
thority. 
Hunan’s condition is made the| 
more glaring by contrast with| 
the immemorial traditions of 
province, Nowhere is the clan 
spirit more vital and even th 
ieat Empress Dowager Tsze Hsi 
was wary of offending the Ha- 
nanese and careful to ascertain 
beforehand that the officials she| 
designed for Hunan would be 
jacceptable to the “blue-black 
block” of gentry and scholars, 
with whom the government of 
Hunan has always in reality] 
rested.

‘Their duty 
in to carry on their work, accept- 
ing such privileges as the gov- 
ernments concerned—their own| 
and’ that of China—may concede 
and calmly facing whatever!

‘also -artived in Hongkong. ‘The 
missionaries felt ‘that on actount of

ever, those missionaries first learned

‘The Seang Bee Piracy 

Another daring but successful: 
piracy occurred on board the British’ 
steamer Seang Bee (5,849 tona) from 
Singapore to Hongkong. Five pas- 
sengers were kidnapped, and the 
pirates have made a good hau? at a 
value of not lesa than $100,000. The 
notorious Bias Bay” figured pro 
rminently in this latest piracy. 

The outrage was effected in the, 
usual way by the boarding of pirates' 
's passengers on the str. Seang Bee 

in Singapore. 
‘Way out that the piracy happened. 
The ‘ship's officers were having 
‘breakfast in the dining saloon when 
the pirates made a gudden entrance 
Jand covered them with revolvers. The 
officers had no alternative but to 
surrender. ‘They were told that as 
Jong as no resistance was made, they 
would be safe. If any ship coming 
within sight attempted to interfere, 
the pirates threatened to set fire on 
the ship afid to sink her. 

‘The ofcers were ordered to march 
to thelr respective eabins. Arriving 
there they were ordered to take out 
ell thelr arms and ammumitions and 
to handsthem over to the pirates. 
Then the officers were obliged to 
march back to the saloon under 
heavy guard. The threo wireless 
eperators wete all locked up in a 
eabin, 

‘The pirates then tackled the mail 
bags, but. finding nothing valunble 
in them they did not take anything. 
However, they extracted two Win- 
chestcr rifles ‘and several revolvers 
from the mail room. 

‘For four days the ship was in the| 
hands of the pirates. The captain 
‘and other officers took their turn on 
‘the bridge with a guand of ix 
pirates. They ordered the captain 
to steer to Bias Bay, the notorious 
pirates’ den. An attempt was made 
to stonm out of the course in order 
to fool these marine plunderers, but 
this failed as the pirates knew of the 
doviation. 

Bins Bay eventually came into| 
view. The pirates wanted to lower 
five bouts, but only two actually pul- 
led off. "The gang took away the 
huul which was estimated to be 
$100,000. Five first clnss passen- 
gery wore taken for rantom. ‘The 
captain was algo taken in one of the 
oats, but was released and return- 
ed with the reat of the boats’ crew. 

Abt 760 passengers made up the 
otal list, and most of them re- 
turning with their savings for the 
Chinese New Year. Tho pirates 
took from one passenger as much as 
$10,000. ‘They indieated that, no 
violencs would be used pravided 
U.ere was no resistance, and no 
violence was employed because no 
resiatance was offered.

‘The following extracts from 
ja personal letter just received in 
Shanghai is a reminder that the 
pestiferous soldiers in the upper 
Yangtze, like the Honan bandits and 
thors, have not been sufficiently in- 
ferigued by the Red burlesque at 
Hankow to stop ant look en. 

“While travelling up the Gorges 
inst week by the S.S. Fuh Sing, the 
soldiers fired on us for one solid hour 
fat Yuin Mang. ‘They nearly killed 
the captain, who was fully exposed 
to the ‘firing until bis vessel was 
anchored in a place the eoldiers om 
jdeved. ‘It was an impossible place 
Yo anchor in apart from the fact 
that hundreds of men were firing 
during the time the vessel was being 
mandeuvrede to. the spot indicated. 
‘Two men were killed and five wound- 
‘ed during the firing. We hid in the 
‘captain's cabin, with his permission, 
uring most of the eannonade:

THE PIRACY OF THE) 
STR. SUNNING 


[Six Men Sentenced at Hongkong. 
to be Hanged: Druggist’s | 
‘Ordeal 


Hongkong, Jan. 90. 
Six prisoners charged with the} 
piracy of the str. Sunning  were| 
found guilty by the jury and were| 
‘sentenced to be hanged, Ten per-| 
sons were committed, but three, 
were discharged on the ground that 
no sufficient evidence was found 
against them, The Jast one, a 
Formosan druggist who had 
terrible ordeal throughout the trial 
‘and whose fate rested in the judg- 
ment of the jurors, was found not 
guilty and was discharged, 
Addressing the jury, Mr. Justice 
Wood defined piracy’ as robbing 
the ship and intimidating the officers| 
and taking forcible possession of 
the ship. ‘The indictment against 
prisoners alleged a series of 
ssuults with intent to murder, viz., 
the shooting of the officers on the 
bridge, the using of the Chief 
Engineer and others as shields to 








to the ship thus endangering the 
lives of all on board, 

Reviewing the evidence, His 
Lordship said that six of the pri- 
toners refused to testify in. ‘the’ 
police court and that they had been 
identified by several witnesses as 
participators of the crime. By local 
law, piracy was a felony to be] 
visited with eapital punishment, 

Referring to the Formosan, His 
Lordship remarked that much 
should be “found in his favour. 
Defendant had produced his pass- 
port and two respectable witnesses 
with regard to his character. If 
the jury entertained any doubt, 
they ought to find in favour of 
the prisoner, 


Atter being absent for seven 
minutes, the jury returned 
verdict ‘of guilty in reepect of the 
ix prisoners and a verdict of not 
ruilty as to the Formosan, 

latter was under great nervous

ROBBERS’ MURDER IN

Householder Shot While Attempt. 
ing to Raise Alarm = 


A very serious shootifg aftair 
took place in Chapel on Wednesday 
night which resulted in the death 
of, a Chineso householder who 
attempted to raise an alarm, 

Tt appears that four men, all of 
whom carriod automatic ‘pistols, 
ittempted to force their way into 
‘n Chinoae dvvelling house, Attracted 
by the noise the owner of the house 
went outside to seo what w 
matter. As he opened th 
fentrance, he was seen by the men, 
whose intention apparently was to 
rob the place, When he saw the 
Visitors, the householders tried to 
shut the door and raise an alarm 
‘but the miscreants wero too quick 
for him and they pushod it open 
fagain and opened fire on the une 
fortunate man, who was at once 
shot dead, several bullets penetrat~ 
ing his body. 

"The visitors then dashed off in 
different dircetions end, up to the 
present, no arrests have been made, 
falthough inquiries are being made 
by the Chapel police to whom the 
matter was reported.

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EARTHQUAKES SHOCKS IN SHANGHAI 





Consequence of Disturbances Two Hundred Miles to 
the Northwest of the Port: The Effect 


on Chinese 


‘Two distinet earthquakes were 
registered by the seismograph if 
the Observatory at Siccawei last 
Thursday, the second day of the 
Ghinese Now Year. The first quake 
‘was folt at 11.54 a.m, and the otha 
approximately. one hour tater at 
12.534_p.m,, Chinn coast time. 
‘According to the authorities at 
Siccawei the shocks were not wiolent 
although plainly marked by practic- 
ally every. one in Shanghai. ‘The 
epicontre is described as "being 
situated about +200 miles to. the| 
northwest of Shanghai, the seismic 








district to the west of Nanking. 
Earth displacement was not large, 
‘45 indicated by the instruments of| 


the Observatory: One minute after| 
‘the boginning the pens were thrown| 
to the ground, with the result that| 
the available ‘registration indicated | 
displacement to have been about five| 


millimetres. ‘The period was very} 


short, about half a second or less, 
and ‘the impression was deemed, 
‘evon by the scientists at the Obser-| 
vatory and certainly by all persons 
in Shanghai who experienced the 
sensation, rather nasty. The, first| 











impulse ‘of both the registered 
quakes was downward which ac- 
counted for the effect of swaying in 


8 rocking chair, rather than the 
more definite shock described by 
‘those who have experienced quakes| 
in Jupan which resemble the quiver. 
ing often caused by the passing of 
‘@ heavy lorry in front of a house. 

In Shanghai during the past 20 
‘years only shocks similar in violence 
%o Thuraday’s have ever been 
porlenced according to the Fathers 
Siccawel, and the obvious 
conclusion is that Shanghai's 
enshion of Hquid mud absorbs much| 
of the vibration and acts asa 
natural shock absorber between the 
surface and the solid earth far below. 

Chinese Auguries 

Goming as the shocks did at the 
Doginning of the China New Y 
the portents aro deseribed by the 
Chinese as being matters for con-| 
corn, Some say that the earth] 
waves “ran” from north to south 
and that this indicates therefore the 
‘coming victory of the northern 
forces over those of the south. 
‘Others augur a year full of turmoil 
and unrest owing to the upheavals 
‘of natural forces which sclentists| 
scarcely accredit with interest in| 
humen. affairs. Once worked up, 
the superstitious mind needs little 
encouraging, and from several 
eonrees the information was gleaned 
that tho Chinese felt two shocks 
‘more than the ones rogistered by 
tho scientifle instruments. These, 
according to the more sensitive 
among us wore folt later in the 
afternoon, and the worst of the lot 
came at 6 p.m. Owing to the fact, 
however, that scientific instruments 
‘of proven infallability took no note 
of these later shocks, it is safe to 
try to convince superstitious friends 
that their imaginations were running 
away with them, 
experiences of the Community 
fous effects wore noted in the 
community during the noon hour 
when the quakes actually occurred, 
In several of the high buildings along| 
the Bund the swaying was strongly 
marked. In the offices of the 
‘orth-China Daily News” blinds 
swung out from the windows, lamp 
pendants swayed, seemingly’ in al 
north and south direetion, but, no- 
thing displaced. An office! 
chair, with castors, was. described 
by its oceupant to have travelled an 
inch or two backwards and for- 
‘wards for what appeared to bo eight 
or 10 seconds, Less noticeable 
wore the auakos to the occupants of 
ground floors, but even here the 
sensation was one of a definite tilting 
forward and backward during which 
rattling of such articles in the roo'a 
‘as metal boxos and the lids of jars 
was plainly. to be heard. One per- 
son who was travelling upwards in| 
fa Kit at the exact moment of the 
second quake experienced” nothing. 
Stepping out on the floot of “his 
destination, he’ was greeted by the 
fact’ that ‘another ‘tremor Had just 
‘been ‘observed.

MISS LAURENCE 
LOOKS BACK . 


56 Years Missionary. in China, 
Many Escapes and Now at, 
Last Driven Out 


Whe is there in Shanghai to-day 
who does not love to hark back to 
the old days, (or failing the ability 
to do this, “owing to insuficient 
years, to listen to tales told by old| 
hands) “when “things “were dif- 
ferent,” Shanghai still but a poten- 
tial port of wealth and many of 
what are now her busiest thorough- 
fares yet green fields? But thero| 
must be few old China hands so 
alive, so keenly interested in all 
that ‘is going on around her now, 
with such a strong, clear memory 
which carries her’ back to the 
Shanghai of 1870 and above all 
with such a sparkling senso of 








humour, as Miso M. Laurence of 
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thing but green. fields. The Bab- 
‘bling Well was miles and miles 
away into the country and where 





missionaries’ houses, a smal 
American church and for the rest 
just strotchos and stretches of mud 
flats all the way down to j¥oosung.

‘women, Catholic missionaries, were 
murdered in Shantung. An echo of 
the rising, which was ch{ly direct 
ed against Catholics was felt in 
Ningpo, where Miss Laurence passed 
the first 17 years of her sojourn in 
China, and ‘during the whole of 
one day crowds surged up and 
down in front of the missionaries’ 
houses, shouting “Kill, Kill, kill the 
Red Bristle.” and constantly Miso 
Laurence was grected on the streots 
next day, with a surprised, “You 
fare still here. T was afraid it was 
to have been last night.”

DEATH OF MR. C. G. 
HUMPHRYS 


|Loss to Community: A Leader in| 


Many Activities and 
a Councillor 


‘The deepest regret was caused in 
Shanghai on Sunday by the news of| 
the death of Mr. C. G. Humphrys, 
manager of the Asiatie Petroleum 
ICo. in north China.

‘Whilst bringing this matter to 
the urgent notice of the Consular 
Body, I have the honour to state that 
the Couneil views with grave concern 
this disregard on the part of the 
Chinese Authorities of the establish- 
ed principle that “no Chinese re- 
ssident shall be removed from the 
Settlement without a ‘prima fncie’ 
hearing in the Mixed Court” (which 
Court now funetions under the 

















style of the Provisional Court), and 
to add that this reversion to the 
irregular methods formerly practi 
fed by Chinese Oficials, if, le:t 
junchecked, will, without doubt, lead 
to serious consequences and render 
impossible a continuance of that 
reciprocity in Police matters which 
is so essential an element to effective 
administration of the. Settlement 
and the surrounding neighbourhood.
